Am Old Kallrattdvr Tmlki *• the 


Wreck »t Ilov«r.>r«TMDU 


Conductor E. W. Alexander, ol the 


Panhandle, headquarters at LoRansport, 
was a passenger on board the train 
which was wrecked at Doier and in the 
Logansport Pharos we find the follow- 
i ing account of th« wreck as witnessed 
by Mr. Alexander: "The train wan 
running at the rate ol twenty-fire or 
ihirty nulei an hours, and tbe accident 
wai canted by a split switch, 
I was in 


the smoking room of the ileeper, en- 
gaged in oonvertation with a New York 
gentleman. Mrs, Alexander occupied a 
berth in the center ol the oar. I felt 
the jar, and reaching up grasped the 
bell cord and braced myeelf for what I 
expected would follow. Tho sleeper 
struck a ooal ear wbioh stood on the 
Biding, tore all the windows and berths 
ont of that side, and after running its 
Full length, turned gradually over on its 
side. The New York gentleman and 
myself made onr escape by kicking out 
the glass in the front door. 
We 


hastened around and re-enUred the oar 
by the rear door, and together with a 
trainman began a search for tho passen- 
gers. I beard Mn. Alexander's voice 
coming from about the middle of the 


oar, and working my way back dog her 
ont from beneath a pile ol bebrie, con- 
sisting of parti of berthi, bedolothing, 
etc. There were fifteen people hi tht 
oar, and all escaped serious injury. Not 
a single article of v»lue wu lott by any 
of the passengers. It was indeed a re- 
markable escape. I consider that we 
stood about one chanoe in a hundred of 
getting out alive. 
The accident was 


one of the kind that ii liable to happen 
upon almost any road, aud the train- 
men did everything in their power for 
tbe comfort of the injured. Tho en- 
gine and baggage car passed over all 
right. The two ooachoi were derailed, 
bnt remained upright on the ties. The 
engineer had the train well in the hand, 
for he did not run over 100 yards after 
he accident."
